Wc2th had defired to entoy, | waxed bolvin ſinne, and gre 
ſhameleCſe, inſomuch, bee could not deſireſo niuch as 1 did

company's beſotting ſo himſelfe in the beauty. of his wife, 
bat his onely care was to hane-her euery way delighted. 
op ehanet eng rn ry beehad one ſpeciall friend 
amongſt the reft, whom be lo dearely affected , as he vnfol- 
dedallhis ſecrets inhis boſome, and what paſſion hee havin -

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led bato his fciend.and directed his actions accozding to the

ſpakenot of enu2tohim, but of meere loue ſhee bare vats 
him, and the rather that bes might ſhavowſuch a fan't in 
time, and by ſome moanesp2enent if , left if others houid 
aoteit as wetl as ſhe; his —_ nam#,and his "oats 4 
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fhould be calledin queſtion. At theſe wiſe wozds ſpokenby ſo 
baſe a D2udge as his Batd,the gentleman wared aſtoniſhed, 
and liſtned to her diſcourſe, wiſhing her todiſcouer how ſhes 
knew,oz was ſopinieto p folly of her mſffreſſe, 02 by what 
meanes he mighc have aſſared pzoofe of it:ſhe told him, that 
taher, hergwneeyes were witneſſes:fo; ſhe ſaw them vn- 
tawfnlly together , and pleaſe it pou ſir, quoth ſhee, to fains

to tread it bnder fot,and fith it pleaſed him to conceale it.ne- 
ner forcuealett ſolong as ſheliued : vpon thisthey parted, 
the to herdzugery,and he fo the field fo his man? where, af-er 
hehad kild the Yare, he r2Zzned home , 4 finding his friend 
in the garden,that in his abſence hadben grafting hoznesin 
the chimnies, b& enfertained him with his wonted famili» 
aritie, and ſhewed ng bad countenancs to his wife , but vil. 
ſembled allhis thoughts ts theful!. As ſane as dinner was 
done and that he was gotten ſolitary by timſelfe,he beganto 
vefermine ofreuenge,but not as enery inan would hane don 
how to haue bzought his wife to hame,mdher L one focor s

a remoz\e of conſcience toucheth me fo2 my ſins, that I hear- 
kily repent,and vow euer hereafter to lineonly to my Yuſs 
band :and therefoze my ſateis to you;that from hencefozth 
ycu hall ntuerſo much as motion any diſhoneſt queſtion vns 
to me, noz (@ke any bnlawfall pleature oz connerſing af 
my hand*3this is me ſute,and hereunto J haueſwozne pou, 
which oath if yan obſerueasa faithfull Gentleman , J will 
ccnceale fcom my huſband whatis paſt , and reft (nhoneft 
ſozt your faithfullfciendfoz euer? at this,ſhe burſt a freth in- 
ko tear:s , and vttered ſuch fighes, that he thought fo2 very 
griefe her heart would haue clzaued aſanter, The gentleman 
aſtonied at this ſtrange Yetamozphoſis of his 4Þifris , ſats 
« god while ina 1632, and at laft takingherby the hand , 
made this repiy. Do Godhelpe m&, faire w&ting , J am 
glad ofthis motion,and wondzouns toifrill that God hath put
